ACCORDING TO COLORADO’S Department of Mental Health, 
the state’s organization had certified and currently regulated fifty-three 
facilities that cared for the mentally ill, ranging from state hospitals to 
residential care facilities and nursing homes. 

The Center for Wellness and Intelligence was listed as a referral facility, 
privately run and uncertified. 

State-by-state closure of state asylums and hospitals between 1960 and 
1990 had flooded the streets with mentally ill patients who had no provider 
to take up their care or cause. Many, up to half by some estimates, wound 
up incarcerated. 

Over time, a range of facilities began to take up the slack, but no 
national care system had yet replaced the atrociously run asylums that once 
blanketed the country. There was more to the story, much more according to 
what Brad had learned while in Miami.

We can’t fix it, all we can do is take 
away some of the pain, follow?” 

“So you treat the symptoms, not the illness.” 

“Exactly. Relatively speaking, at CWI we give aspirin where many 
psychiatrists might prescribe tranquilizers.” 

“And that’s better for the patient?” 

“Please. You know how these drugs work?” 

“Not really, no.” 

“There are no drugs that specifically treat mental illness as it was once 
believed. The so-called miracle antipsychotic drugs like Abilify inhibit 
serotonin and dopamine in the brain, which can alleviate symptoms like 
delusions and hallucinations. Fine. But the new drugs also come with a long 
list of adverse side effects that many patients—not all, mind you—find 
intolerable.” 

“But at least they’re stable, right? Better.”

A 
recent major study found that out of fifteen hundred schizophrenic patients, 
only about twenty-five percent found the side effects tolerable over the long 
haul.”
